Heart  Hiser.sc,  Cancer  and  Pneumonia  continue  to  take 
their  toll  of  deaths  and  there  v;as  one  death  from  respir- 
atory tuberculosis;  the  death  rate  from  cancer  was  .36  lo'wer 
than  in  1949,  that  of  non-re spiratcry  tuberculosis  was  .01 
higher  than  in  1949  and  respiratory  tuberculosis  .38  higher. 

Infectious  Diseases.  Those  were  higher  in  1950 
th.an  in  1.^49  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  Dalton. 

One  case  of  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred. 

Uacoinations  show  an  increase  of  nine  on  the  previous 
year  and  immunisations  a doorcase  of  five.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  It  is  very  unsatisfactory 
thn,t  five  villages  have  a combined  sewer  discharging,  without 
proper  treatment,  into  ditches  and  v/ater-coursca  and  that  in 
four  villages  no  public  scv;cr  is  available;  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  sad  state  of  affairs  may  be  remedied  as  soon  -as  poss- 
ible. It  is  good  that  Croft  may  be  provided  with  sewerage  .and 
a disposal  scheme .provided  that  an  alternative  site  can  be  found. 

It  is  pleasant  to  see  that  12  ashclosets  and  privies  have 
been  converted  into  W.Cs.  and  that  no  verminous  premises  v;crc 
found  during  inspections  and  no  complaints  received  v;ith  rcg:7rd 
to  defects  in  schools. 

I am  glad  to  find  that  the  last  of  the  squatters  has  been 
olcareid  from  the  Technical  Site  and  that  most  of  the  applicants 
Nissen  huts  will  receive  provision  in  their  respective  areas. 

Housing.  It  is  Sad  that  there  remains  a considerable  short- 
JigG  of  houses  f ^r  those  7<ithout  homes  and  that  so  many  still  re- 
quire additional  bedrooms;  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  financial 
state  cf  affairs  may  improve  so  that  these  can  bo  provided.

Byelaws  made" under  Section  15  of  the  food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938  for  securing  the  Observance  of  Sanitary  and  cleanly 
conditions  and*  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  sold,  or  intended  for  sale,  for 
human  consumption,  and  in  connection  vdth  the  sale  or  ex- 
posure for  sale  in  the  open  air  of  food  intended  for  human 
consumption,  were  confirmed  by  the  MiriJ^er  of  Pood  on  the  27th 
April  1950  and  a copy  of  these  Byelaws  was  forwarded  to 
every  food  trader  in  the  District. 

Subsequent  to  the  survey  of  food  premises  carried  out 
during  1949  informal  notices  wore  eervod  on  the  owners  of  all 
licenced  premises  found  to  be  below  the  required  standard, 
iill  the  owners  expressed  their  willingness  to  improve  their 
premises  and  the  delay  is  due  mainly  to  their  architects  being 
engaged  with  other  work.
